Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 
0,761,708 or under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by WO 99/19063. 

Both EP 0,761,708 and WO 99/19063 disclose compositions comprising 
multimetal compounds in suspension form with at least two additional substances

selected from the group consisting of water, polyether, and surface-active substances. 
The compositions are made in the identical manner to those of the instant examples 
and therefore the artisan would expect them to be identical to those being claimed 
herein. The intermediate product of each of the references prior to drying in the 
reference examples is indistinguishable from the instantly claimed suspension. 

The examiner is mindful of the declaration of record. However, it does not 
overcome the hereinabove rejection because the compositions as claimed are identical. 
The applicants are not claiming a wet filter cake or the method of producing the material 
or a composition produced by a method that requires the steps outlined in the 
declaration. In fact, the declaration method appears identical to the reference methods 
as well with the exception of the drying step and this is not even being claimed and so 
does not have any weight. 

Conclusion 

Applicants are advised that any evidence to be provided under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 or 
1.132 and any amendments to the claims and specification should be submitted prior to 
final rejection to be considered timely.
